NEW NATIONAL PARK. 


It Is Thought One Will-Soon We Estab- 


lished In Minnesota. 


Dr. E. B. Fernow, chief of the di- 


vision of forestry in the department of 
agriculture at Washington, is in Crooks- 
ton, Miuu., in consultation with Super- 
intendent Hoverstad of the state experi- 
ment station. 
One object of Dr. Fer- 


now's trip to Minnesota at this time is 
to lay the foundations for some exten- 
sive experiments in the line of forestry 
which will add to the varieties of trees in- 
digenous to this country, many of which 
grow in other countries where similur 
climatic conditions esi^c. The main ob- 
ject of Dr. Fernow's trip at this time, 
however, is believed to be a far more 
important oae. He will go to the "coun- 
try east of CrDokston aad will, it is said, 
look np the forestry conditions as they 
apply to the natural growths. 


It is believed, however, that Dr. Fer- 


now'a trip to Minnesota and his janut 
into tbe wilds of the Indian reservation 
lands is for the purpose of investigating 
and reporting to the government upon 
the feasibility and practicability of es- 
tablishing a national p:nvv and forestry 
reserve which shall include the head 
waters of the Mississippi. This has beeu 
urged by leading citizens of tho state 
and by die principal newspapers very 
strongly du-^g rect-nt years, and tho 
opportunity is ripe to do this at- this 
time, when the Indian reservations are 
being parceled out and a.-sufficiently 
large tract of country is obtainable. The 
great slaughter of deer and other large 
game afc this time emphasizes the fact 
that a game preserve would be a feature 
which would probably be added.—St. 
Paul Pioneer Press.

Bees should be led liquid sirup only 


during warm weather. After cold weath- 
er has set in it is not safe to food liquids, 
and the only feed that can be used is 
candy made from a good quality o! 
granulated sugar. This may be made in ( 
large cakes or slabs and laid over the j 
frames, directly over the cluster of boea. 
This candy serves as a good arid health- 
ful food for them and in many rcsr-c«3 
is better than natural stores. The c:indy 
may be inoldtd in tho regular honey 
frame and suspended in the hive, the 
same as a frame of honey. 


It is never too late to provide protec- 


tion for bees during winter, if neglected 
in the fall, bnt the conditions must be 
jus? right at the time of doing it, or it 
will prove to be a serious damage. Bees 
should not be handled or disturbed in 
oold weather, but only on a .warm day, 
when they are on the wiag. A colony of 
bees should not be moved from one lo- 
cality to another, except when taken 
away a mile or more, as changing tbtt 
location or place of entrance to the hive 
in tbe immediate vicinity will be fol- 
lowed by a hoavy loss of bees the first 
time they take a flight Good chaff 
hives are the best outdoor protection, 
and they-shonld be made large enough 
to admit of not less thau two inches of 
packing space 'around the rides and bot- 
tom of the hive proper ami four or six 
inches oa Uio top, aud to double this 
amount is still better.

Trenchins Celery- 


Tho celery which is marketed after 


January is trenched out of doors as fol- 
lows by a contributor to Country Gen- 
tleman. He says: 


About tbe -1st of November I take up 


the unblanched celery 
without 
aiiy 


banking or handling. I put six rows in 
a trench. I first take up the two middle- 
rows of plants with a spading fork, set- 
ting them to one side, then run the 
plow several times through the place 
from which the plants were taken, mak- 
ing a deep furrow. This is made deep 
enough with a spade so that the tops of 
tbe plants when standing upright in 
the trench will be about six inches above 
the surface, I moke the trench wide^ 
enough for four plants, and take tbecf 
up with a little soil on tbe roots and set 
them rather loosely in the trench. This 
allows more air to circulate among 
them, and they are less liable to heat 
and rot 
The earth is drawn close to the plants 


with a hoe, or if the boards arc nt hand, 
narrow boards may first be set on both 
sides of the celery. These will keep the 
earth from coming ia contact with the 
celery aud will save washing it. Two 
boards are nailed together in the form 
of a trough and laid over the rows for a
